The 
end was hastened when its last President 
begged the government. to bail them 
out. That move added politics to the 
management problems the factories 
already had. 

There isn't much to salvage from the 
wreckage. Tools and dies which wore 
out long ago were still being used to 
produce motorcycles. Manufacture 
would have to have been shifted to the 
U.S. in any case, which the workers 
would have protested. 

What happens next will be, the 
harpies of business will pluck the corpse 
of NVT. The parent company, 
Manganese Bronze Holdings, and Top 
Gear are profitable by themselves, and 
might continue, or the whole works 
might be auctioned off to the highest 
bidder. NVT will default on its loans, 
stockholders might sue, a scapegoat may 
be indicted. 

But the demise of NVT should cause 
no more than an emotional ripple in the 
motorcycle industry. There comes a 
time when capitalism has to dump its 
proven losers. NVT, despite the best 
efforts of an enthusiast management, 
lost.

PEORIA, ILL., AUG. 10 

“I came here to win and I’m going 
to," were Sonny Burres’ words 
after practice was over. And. true 
to his word, Sonny did that. 
Burres and his Triumph led the 
entire 25 laps of the AMA Grand 
National Championship Camel Pro 
Series Peoria TT and made it look 
easy, especially for a guy who says he 
doesn't like TT racing. 

“Everybody calls me a TT ace, but 
I’m not. In Oregon that’s about the only 
type of racing we have. I'd rather run a 
half-mile any day." So quoth Sonny, 
although he'd have a hard time 
convincing the 15 riders he beat at 
Peoria. 

David Aldana (“It’s about time my 
luck changed.”) finished second after 
spending most of the race holding off 
Kenny Roberts. In third after a long, 
hard ride through traffic was Mert 


Lawwill. Mert’s third came at the 
expense of Chuck Joyner, who lost his 
winner’s circle position in the last few 
yards before the flag. Mike Caves 
thrashed, bounced and skidded his way 
to fifth. 

Kenny Roberts’ string of bad luck on 
dirt continued as the defending Grand 
National Champion shed his chain on 
the 19th lap while running second. Gary 
Scott had a tough day and finished 
seventh picking up 34 points on 
Roberts, who placed 12th. 

Roberts’ track record in qualifying 
didn’t last very long as Rex Beauchamp 
(28.79) and then Gary Scott (28.84) 
and Aldana (28.46) each chipped away 
at it. That left Kenny the chore of 
dropping it even lower. He did, and 
turned in a 28.37 clocking to establish 
himself as the pre-race pick to win. 


Heats 

Roberts took the first heat with ease, 
opening a gap on the field from the 
start. Early in the action John Gennai 
held second spot, but slowly drifted 
backward as Mark Williams and Mert 
Lawwill sailed by, then Paul Bostrom 
eased past in the late stages. The race 
centered on the Williams-Lawwill duel 
with Mert inching up for a pass on the 
last lap that nipped Williams at the flag. 

The second heat fell to Burres after a 
race long duel with Aldana that 
previewed of what was to come in the 
National. Eddie Wirth ran a strong 
second for two or three laps until he 
stripped his gears. Randy Skiver picked 
up third with Randy Cleek missing a 
transfer to the National by one spot. 

Corky Keener got a hole shot on the

field in the third heat, but a bobble in 
turn one cost him his advantage. Hank 
Scott seized the opportunity and led 
most of the race until Rex Beauchamp 
flew past on the jump to take the lead 
on lap seven. Springsteen, in third 
since the opening laps, took a lot of 
pressure from Chuck Palmgren, but held 
onto his ticket to the National, sending 
Palmgren to the semi. 


The final heat was a thriller with 
Mike Caves bouncing back from a crash 
that caused the only re-start of the day, 
to win. Gary Scott looked like a sure 
winner in the early laps until his drive 
sprocket came loose, slipping him 


slowly back to third. “I was lucky the 
swingarm held it on or I’d have been in 
real trouble,” said Gary. Caves took the 
lead on the fourth lap with Chuck 
Joyner moving through traffic into 
third, followed by Phil McDonald. 
Joyner then worked his way past Scott 
and set out to catch Caves, but time ran 
out. 


Semi 


Gene Romero sped to a flag-to-flag 
victory in the first semi followed by 
Paul Bostrom. Romero’s lead was never 
safe as Bostrom put on relentless 
pressure and almost pulled a last-lap 
pass, but bobbled in loose dirt on the 


last turn. Randy Cleek finished a close 
third. 

The last two positions in the 
National went to Chuck Palmgren and 
Jim Jones. Jones held the lead until 
Palmgren took it away with a pass over 
the jump. From there Chuck kept a 
short lead and left Jones to put up with 
a lot of pressure from Little John 
Hateley. Hateley had a good shot at 
Jones on the last lap, but lost the 
opportunity when he got sideways 
gunning for the final transfer.

race. Cleek played second fiddle to 
Steve Droste (“Nothing seemed to go 
right today.") until Droste's throttle 
stuck open and he pulled over to let 
Cleek and Hateley by. Droste cooled it 
for a lap or so, debating on whether to 
chance the throttle sticking in a place 
where it might not be so easy to save it, 
decided “what the hell” and charged 
back to nip Hateley for second. Ike 
Reed finished fourth to net the last 
point-paying position. 
National 

Kenny Roberts’ heat race record put 
him on the pole for the National with

Burres, Beauchamp, Caves, Lawwill and 
Aldana setting up the front row of the 
three-row grid.

Gene Romero got a good laugh with 
his race comment, “If everything goes 
right and I cheat a little, I'll be the first 
rider into turn one," but it was Aldana 
who really got the crowd of 16,000 
roaring. “I’m going to be like a turtle. 
You never get anywhere unless you 
stick your neck out a little." Gary Scott 
figured consistent riding would net a 
good finish, but wasn't enthusiastic 
about his second row starting slot. Even 
less enthusiastic was Chuck Palmgren 
who didn’t fancy having to “work my 
butt off to start on the back row.” 

As the 16-rider pack cleared through 
the wide area known as turns one and 
two, it was Sonny Burres who was 
kicking dirt in everyone’s face with 
Aldana, Beauchamp and Roberts 
following him over the jump. Skiver, 
Gary Scott and Springsteen followed in 
a pack close behind. Somebody ticked 
Lawwill’s gear lever into second on the 
opening lap and Mert spent the rest of 
the race making up ground. ‘Peoria is 
not a track to come from behind on,” 
he said. 

Hank Scott dropped out on lap four 
followed by Bostrom one lap later. 
Hank had mechanical woes while Paul’s 
kidneys wouldn’t stand for any more 
beating. 

Around lap 10 Burres caught his foot 
in a hole in the quick left-right-left 
switchback after the jump and almost 
lost the race right there. He backed off 
for a moment then got back on the gas, 
hoping for a second wind as the heat 
and humidity clawed at all the riders. 
Aldana still held second at the halfway 
flags although Roberts was nibbling his 
lead little by little. Beauchamp held a 
little breathing room ahead of a close 
battle between Chuck Joyner and Mike 
Caves with Lawwill closing in on both. 

With riders being lapped, it was hard 
to tell the order, but there was no 
question that  Burres was leading 
comfortably. By lap 15 Lawwill had 
worked his way around Caves and began 
to draw a bead on Joyner as Roberts 
was on Aldana. Two laps later Roberts 
got by him on the front straight for a 
short two laps until his chain broke 
from the flexing created by his 
Yamaha’s cantilever suspension. One lap 
earlier Beauchamp, who was a safe 
fourth, ticked a neutral going into turn 
one and crashed into the fence. The 
double dropout moved Joyner to third 
with Mert a close fourth. 

Having their own race were 
Palmgren, Gary Scott, Williams and 
Romero with Williams suffering from 
gearbox problems and Romero from 
painful blisters on his throttle hand that 
were bloody by the end of the race. Jay 
Springsteen circulated on one cylinder 
behind Jim Jones to fill out the list of 
riders still running. 

On the last lap Lawwill got a drive 
out of the final turn to nip Joyner for 
third place behind Burres and Aldana. 

“Fantastic,” Sonny said. “This is my 
revenge for not winning Castle Rock.” 
Four years [Castle Rock, 1971] is a 
long time between National victories, 
which explains why Sonny was so 
happy. Burres says he is “39 years old 
and damn proud of it.” .

Hard-luck Phillipe Coulon — but he 
does have style.

IMATRA, FINLAND, JULY 27 


Giacomo Agostini took a big step 
towards regaining the 500cc world 
title from Phil Read, but lost more 
ground in his bid to retain the 


350cc championship. 

Agostini won the 21 lap 500cc 
race when Phil Read broke down, 
Gianfranco Bonera crashed and 
Barry Sheene stopped with carburetion 
problems, to make up for his own 
disappointment at the Swedish GP seven 
days earlier when a front tire puncture 
put him out of the race. Even if Phil 
Read wins the remaining round at the 
Czech Grand Prix at Brno at the end of 
August, Ago needs only to finish in the 
first five to take the title. 


Johnny Cecotto, the brilliant 
19-year-old Venuzuelan stormed to a 
superb victory in the 350cc race, 
beating Agostini by a comfortable 10 
seconds margin, after easing off the pace 
on the final two laps. Ago must win the 
remaining two rounds, and Cecotto 
must not finish in the first three in any 
of them for Ago to salvage this title. 

But Cecotto tasted defeat at Imatra, 
too. Frenchman Michel Rougerie won 
the 250cc race by five seconds, catching 
and passing Johnny after a poor start. 


Fourth winner of the record 
breaking, action packed day was 
Spaniard Angel Nieto who made a poor 
start in the 50cc race, but caught race 


leader Eugenio Lazzarini, and passed 
him on the last lap with a sensational 
lap record 14 seconds better than the 
old one! 

The 20 lap 350cc race was a Johnny 
Cecotto benefit. The teenager took the 
lead from the start of the race, and 
never looked like losing it. Agostini 
tried hard to catch the youngster, but in 
vain, and the Italian had a fight on his 
hands even to finish runner up. 
Frenchman Patrick Pons eased his way 
through to second place two thirds 
through the race, but Ago came back 
strongly to beat off this challenge. 

The heat of the day, and the racing 
made for many retirements. Chas 
Mortimer and two young Finns Pekka 
Nurmi and Eero Hyvarinen went out 
with clutch trouble, but the biggest 
blow for the home fans was the fact 
that Tapio Virtanen dropped out with 
brake troubles, and Penti Korhonen 
stopped with a broken cylinder head 
gasket. 

The 350cc race had been a little 
processional, but the 250cc battle that 
followed made up for that. There was 
no suggestion that Rougerie and Villa 
were not serious now. But unlucky 
Walter crashed heavily on the opening 
lap while battling for the lead and was 


taken to the hospital. 

That left Rougerie with the task of 
catching and beating Cecotto, and the 
Frenchman accepted the job. He caught 
Cecotto, passed him, and then opened a 
five seconds lead that he maintained till 
the flag. It was the first time since Jean 
Aureal won the 125cc race at the 1969 
French GP, that a French rider has won 
a world championship race. 

But sad to say there was no repeat of 
the Anderstorp form for Finn Tapio 
Virtanen and the MZ. The combination 
held third place for a while after 
rocketing through the pack, but then an 
ignition fault set in, and the Finn was 
forced finally to pull out. 

The battle for the lead between 
Rougerie and Cecotto was good, but the 
real interest as far as dicing went was 
the scrap for seventh, eighth, ninth and 
tenth places. 

The group was made up of Swede 
Leif Gustafsson, Englishman John 
Williams, Scotsman Alex George and 
Austrian Harold Bartol. Dodds caught 
and passed them all, then Gustafsson 
suffered a similar fate to Coulon in the 
previous race. His gear lever broke off. 
Bartol, Williams and George all scrapped 
it out to finish close together in that 
order. 

Still, the real interest of the day was 
the 500cc battle. The MV pair of 
Franco Bonera and Phil Read had been 
quickest in practice. It was Read who 
led the pack halfway round the first lap, 
with privateer John Williams in second 
place, Ago third and Bonera fourth. 
Read stayed in front till mid-way 
through the ?21-ap race. Then the 
usually reliable MV “simply stopped” 
with magneto trouble and that reduced 


the battle from a three man scrap to 
two. 

Now Bonera and Agostini were to 
fight it out. But not for long. Franco 
crashed trying to stay ahead and Ago 
was safe in front more than 45 seconds 
ahead of Lansivuori. Barry Sheene was 
out, too. His Suzuki was wrongly 
carbureted, and he kept oiling spark 
plugs. Lansivuori finished almost a 
minute behind Ago, with Jack Findlay 
nipping past Phillipe Coulon on the 
run-in from the last corner. 

But that was not the only bad news 
for Coulon. He was told by other 
competitors that they thought he was 
on his 350, instead of a 351 or 352, and 
if he did not withdraw from the race, 
they would protest. 

Coulon withdrew his entry, letting 
Chas Mortimer, who had been racing 
with cracked ribs, a legacy of his 
Swedish TT practice crash, into fourth. 
Steve Ellis, who had come very close to 
crashing on an oil slick earlier in the 


race, took fifth. e.

Kent Howerton 
won three races and I only won one, but 
thats how things worked out. | had 
some problems with my knee, but 
things could have been a lot worse. I 
was trying to figure out which race in 
the series counted the most and it was 
Omaha that was the turn-around. I had 
to at least best Howerton so we could 
have a race down in Texas. The way it 
turned out I had a little lead and didn't 





have to really race him - just finish. 
Every race is important in a points 
series. 

At the final race in Lake Whitney you 
had the lead and your shock broke. 
What went through your mind racing 
those last laps with Howerton closing. 

I was there to win the race, at all 
times I'm there to win, but the 
championship was a lot more important 
than that particular race. In the first 
moto I fell off in the first corner and 
Howerton ran over my bike. There was 
nothing else he could do. I got up and 
pushed really hard. I got the lead, but I 
went too hard in the beginning and got 
tired towards the end. He comes on 
strong at the end. It was a combination 
of things and Howerton got by me and 
won the first heat. 

The next moto Kent decided he was 
going to win; I was in the lead and he 
passed me. He got some water thrown 
on him and he took his goggles off. I 
passed him back and felt I could hold it. 
I was trying to win the race and then

This specific dream 
has several variations, but always starts with the dreamer taking his 
poor inferior privateer self out to joust with the big bucks factory 
teams where he wins fame, fortune, and the National Championship 
against overwhelming odds. Oh well, as they say dream on. 

But for 18 year old Tony DiStefano this fairy tale is closer to the 
truth than any other story line. After only two years on the National 
circuit Anthony DiStefano of Morrisville, Pennsylvania is the new 
250 National Motocross Champion. Last year as a privateer 
DiStefano criss-crossed the country in a head-to-head duel with 
Jimmy Weinert that produced a series of spectacular clashes for the 
National Open class title. Tony did all the riding and wrenching on 
his private CZ, but as fate would have it an injury turned his 
‘Fantasy Number One’ into a bad dream, 

Last year’s performance impressed more people than the fans 
who cheered him on because Tony became one of the most sought 
after properties for the 1975 season. Suzuki was in the process of 
rebuilding their American effort and hired DiStefano and Billy 
Grossi to contend the Nationals. In a stellar year Tony DiStefano has 
handed Suzuki an impressive list of accomplishments including the 
Florida Winter Series, the Astrodome, The West Texas 10,000, a 
third at the Canadian GP, sixth at the Superbowl, and the 250 
National Championship. : 

In the short span of two years Tony DiStefano has gone from 
unknown to National Champion and that is the stuff that dreams are 
made of.

wanted a long term ride, although I had 


down. I got scared and didn’t really 
know what had happened. I tried to 
nurse it to make sure the other one 
didn't break because if it came down I 
might as well put on the brakes with the 
wheel stuck in the rear fender.

I would plan on going to Europe. I had 
intentions of going in two years and 
Suzuki is interested. That's what I 
wanted, a company that would send an 
American rider to ride the Gran Prix's. 
Where other companies I had offers 
from weren't interested at all in Europe. 
As a factory rider for both European 
and. Japanese firms compare the Czechs 
to the Japanese? 

I never really had anything with CZ. I 
had my. own bikes, did everything 
myself, and didn't get any money or 
expenses. I did everything on my own 
with my friend Ray Martino. 

Then came the Trans-AMA and CZ 
came up with a factory ride, a 
mechanic, and they wanted me to fly. It 
was a pretty nice deal. No money, but 
all expenses paid. It was a nice way of 
going racin'. 

The guys at CZ didn't work on the 
machines. The bike wasn't kept up. 
They just didn't have it organized. They 
would fly a mechanic in on Friday and 
you just can't prepare the bike in one or 
two days. It takes all week and still the 
bike isn't prepared. The Czechs would 
switch mechanics almost every week. 
You need the same guy to get used to 
you. I had expenses and everything, but 
I never made any money at the race 
'cause I always broke down. 

With Suzuki it is really nice. Down in 
Florida I worked with my mechanic 
Keith McCarty. Now, I just come to the 
race and have full confidence that the 
bike is right. I’m happy, looking 
forward to the race, I get here and the

bike is 100%. It looks like a brand new 
machine because Keith takes the whole 
thing apart and goes over everything. 
What about the Full House patch on 
your jersey? 

They helped me right from the 

beginning. I started out as nobody and 
they gave me gas moncy. Now they are 
planning on selling some products, Full 
House products, with my name 
endorsing them. They plan on coming 
out with some products with my 
signature on it Tony DiStefano 
Products. A whole line of riding gear 
and some bike parts. 
Why do you feel that you are one of the 
nations most popular riders even though 
you haven’t gotten the publicity of 
Weinert, Karsmakers and others? 

Oh, I didn’t even know that. When 
I’m at a race I can’t tell who the crowd 
is cheering for. Maybe it’s because I 
started out pretty rough and had to do 
everything on my own, I was a privateer 
on my own, and I ran well against the 
factory teams. I think a lot of people 
like the underdog. Gee, I didn't know 
that. i 
What is life like on the road for a 
professional motocross racer? 

Now it is so much nicer, This is really 
the way to race. All expenses paid, 
motel, food, plus they pay us to ride. If 
you come the other way you have to 
worry. I made just enough money 
before to go from week to week. This 
way all I have to do is worry about 
myself. I can put 100% of my time into 
training and taking care of myself. I just

enjoy doing it. I did it before without 
making money. The schedule is so tight 
there is no time to do anything with the 
money. I have just been putting it in the 
bank. 

Does being on the National circuit put a 
crimp on your social life? 

I think all of the racers are in the same 
situation, There is a race every week, 
and if you are on the road you end up 
on it all week. It’s a strange life. A 
different life from what is suppose to be 
a normal life. If you fly to the races 
you fly on Friday and don’t get back 
until Monday. Then you are home a 
couple of days. You can’t get anything 
done because you have to leave and 
everything at home takes place on the 
weekend. It pretty much takes up my 
time for anything but racing. 

What about training. How much time do 
you spend getting in shape? 

I’ve been riding awhile, I went to the 
Tibblin school, and just being around 
you find out different stuff. People tell 
you to do this or that, but I think it is 
necessary to find out what you have to 
do for yourself. 

Do you throw logs or run 20 miles a 
day? 

No, I don’t do that, but I usually 
work out twice a week. I have to worry 
about weight because I’m the heaviest 
guy, but it doesn’t seem to be too much 
of a disadvantage. I never would have 
expected to win the 250 Championship. 
I was always heavier by about 30 or 40 
pounds on the other guys. 

What does the average racer do wrong 
and what should he work on? 

It takes time to get good and a 
younger rider has to get in shape if he 
wants to be serious. If you are in shape 
you can do almost anything, but only if 
you can last the whole time. 

How long have you been racing? 

I have been actually racing for ten 
years, since I was eight. I used to race 
TT and scrambles, but in scrambles I’d 
never get to ride, only run three lap 
heats and four lap finals. I went to a 
motocross and went out for practice for 
two hours and three 20 minute motos. I 
got so tired I couldn't believe it. I liked 
that kind of racing. In scrambles we 
never got to ride, had to fight to 
practice, and there were too many 
people. Now, motocross is almost 
getting the same way. 

I won my first motocross race, but 
there were no guys. I was number one 
local guy the first year. District 6. The 
second year also. Then I got my AMA 
license and wanted to go professional. I 
got it first when I was fifteen, but the 
license age was 18 at the time. I won a 
qualifier at Honda Hills and got 
protested. I think someone back home 
ratted on me. I had to pay a $50 fine 
and then they changed the age to 16. I 
went out racing when I was 16. 

Started out in Florida, and Daytona 
was my first race. The first year Pierre 
was here. Weinert, Lackey and 
everybody was there and | got lapped 
three times in a thirty minute moto. 
These guys were lapping me a couple 
years ago and now I can run with them. 
What do you think of the 125's? 

That's really a class. One time last 
year I raced one, one time in my life. 
It's really a strange little bike. It was at 
a local race and you have to play a tune 
on that shifter, catch all the cogs right. 
Going through the corners I'd bite a 
berm and stall the engine. Off of the 
jumps the engine would die. I couldn't 
keep the power up. It was a lot of fun, 
but I just couldn't go on it. 

How often do you ride motorcycle 
during the week? 

I usually ride in practice and if I feel 
like doing it I go and ride one time a 
week. No one races where I'm from so I 
have to ride by myself and it's no fun. If 





I go riding I go out for 15 or 20 
minutes. 
Who has the best bikes on the National 
circuit? 

Our new bikes are nicer than the old 
ones, a little more suspension and 
lighter. All the factory bikes are pretty 
close. If it wasn't so someone would go 
off and walk away. Everything is pretty 
tight. I wouldn't say ours are the fastest. 
I never motor away from anybody, but 
I never get motored either. It seems that 
whoever gets a bite out of the corner or 
the power to the ground will have a 
little advantage at the end of the 
straight. Now, that you mention getting 
power to the ground. 

What do you think of the Rokon 
automatic? 

I did some testing on Rokon last year 
and it was pretty nice. I was offered a 
ride from Rokon with some good 
money. It would have been all 
experimental. I think the automatic is a 
good thing in theory, especially for 
beginners. If they ever got the guys 
adjusted to ride them they would be 
excellent. 

Do you have a track you really like or 
hate? 

I feel that it is the same for everybody 
who is out there racing. I enjoy a soft 
track similiar to the tracks back East 
where I'm from. In California I don't 
particularly like the real real hard tracks 
like Saddleback and Carlsbad. It's hard 
as a rock and you turn it on and burn 
your tires. 

What do you think of Jimmy Weinert? 

There are about ten guys who can do 
the job and Jimmy's one of them. We 
had a few problems, some tangle-ups 
and the papers wrote them up because 
they make good stories. Last year 
during the National Championship we 
tangled bars acouple of times. It just 
seemed that I would go down and he'd 
stay up, but that's racing. In the 
Astrodome we tangled again. He’s a 
good competitor. e.

The starting gate was ready to give way under the strain of 30 
thundering motorcycles. Beads of perspiration were clearly visible on 
the faces of the young riders, who had come from far away to 
compete over the fourth of July weekend at the famous Carlsbad 
Raceway. Suddenly, the gate fell and the racers sped into the first 
turn driven by competitive instinct and the desire to be the best in 
the country. Forty grueling minutes later a young rider emerged 
victorious in what experts say is the most physically demanding 
sport next to soccer. 

All this sounds rather exciting — what makes it even more 
interesting is that the winner in all this was a young woman from 
Phoenix, Arizona. In fact, the whole field of riders at Carlsbad that 
weekend were participating in the Yamaha Women’s National 
Motorcycle Championship. But 17-year-old Teri Kezar, a recent 
graduate from South Mountain High in Phoenix, was the best. 

Off the track, “Teri the Turtle,” as her friends call her, is cool 
and collected. To see her race, however, you’d think she was running 
from an earthquake or tornado. 

Competing against the guys on the local track in Phoenix has 
helped develop Teri’s competitive edge. She has become so good at 
motocross that those who used to give her patronizing smiles and 
walk away with their noses in the air, are now asking her advice on 
the best lines to follow and when to cut off the power in a turn. 

To win the overall women’s championship, Teri had to 
accumulate the highest point total in four different races over the 
two-day period. On Thursday, she took a third in the 125cc Grand 
Prix, then came back in the afternoon to capture first place in the 
250cc races. The total riding time of these events was a exhausting 
four hours. 

Next morning Teri was out bright and early and on her way to 
second place in the 125cc motocross. To cap her prodigious 
performance, the young lady took a first place in the 250cc class, 
leading at times by as much as 50 seconds. 

Teri has been racing in Arizona for about three years, but enjoys 
other sports like swimming and hbrseback riding. She even dreams of 
a spot in the women’s pro tennis tournament someday. Her 
immediate ambition, however, is to race in the AMA Expert class 
against Jimmy Weinert and Roger DeCoster. She is the first to admit, 
however, that there’s a lot of hard work ahead. 

With women permeating all sports now, Teri might be considered 
a “libber” but rejects that whole idea as nonsense. Currently dating 
several different young men in Arizona, the attractive blonde is 
looking forward to married life, but maintains that it won’t happen 
until she’s too old to throw a leg over her Yamaha YZ250.

August 5, 1975 


Wins come in twos at Ventura. 
Mike Bast has had back-to-back 
wins in Scratch Main Events there, 
so has Larry Shaw, and now it's 


two in a row for Jeff Sexton. The 
Scratch Main started Sexton, 
Shaw, Bill Cody and Mark Cherry 
even for the four-lap sprint, 
Sexton got out fastest and led wire to 
wire. 

Rounding out the good night of 
racing at Ventura, the Handicap Main 
Event was won by Randy Marsh, a 
home town boy. 


The points race ends this month and 
None too soon with over a dozen racers 
out with injuries. Just being one of the 
top 32 riders in points does not 
guarantee one a ride in the Nationals at 
the L.A. Coliseum on November 1, 
1975.

16 men will get a shot at the title. 


San Bernardino, California 
August 6, 1975 


* Another newcomer to Inland Speedway 


waltzed home with the Handicap Main 
victory. Brian Short, of San Juan 
Capistrano, won the top dollar event. 
Nearly $400 was in the evening’s purse, 
with over $300 for the Handicap Main. 

Comimg off the 10-yard marker, 
Short caught early leader Don Stubbs 
on the third lap, held off Bruce Penhall 
for the score. Penhall was riding in 
noticeable pain with eleven stitches in 
his left wrist from a speedway pile-up 
which side-limed the popular racer for 
nearly a week. 

On an exclusively first and second 
division program, Ron Preston and Gene 
Woods took top honors in the division 
two handicap and scratch events, 


respectively. Preston’s win was his third 
main win here in five weeks. Wood’s 
made his second win in as many tries 
aboard a new bike which enhanced his 
performance. 

The second-largest crowd in Inland’s 
history was on its feet with approval 
throughout the junior speedway final 
event. Four separate riders led during 
the five-lapper, before Troy Ingolia, a 
30-yard handicapper copped the 
triumph. _ 

Irwindale, California 
August 7, 1975 


The last time Rick Woods won every 
race on the program, he left the track as 
the 1972 National Champion. A lot has 
happened to him since then, but, one 
thing that hasn’t happened was another 
sweep — until tonight. 

“If I was ever going to do it, I figured 
tonight was it. I was going to give it my 
best shot," he says. Why this evening? It 
was Rick Woods night, that's why. 
Everybody coming through the gate got 
a free color poster of Rick. In the stands 
were a half dozen execs from Olympia 
Beer, his recently acquired sponsors. 
Everything centered on Rick Woods. 

The Woods epic began in the third of 
four Handicap heats. From the 40 he 
came and won, taking over the lead on 
the last lap from Dave Van Horn and 
Craig Schaefer. That put him in the 


Semi. In that race he put away the: 


challenge of Sonny Nutter, Schaefer, 
Mike Colombo, Van Horm and Scott 
Sivadge. 

Mike Bast pulled out of the Main 
early with a sour engine. Nutter fell, 
"because I was just going too fast". 
Schaefer also tasted the new surface. 
Dubb Ferrell, from the 50, could not 
catch the pumped up Woods. And Mark 
Cherry, starting from the 10, could not 
hold Rick back. 

Now he had to concentrate on the 
Scratch Main. Earlier, he had won his 
heat, transfering to the Semi along with 
Nutter. In his Semi he went up against 
Bil Cody, Ferrell, and the hottest 
Irwindale Scratch rider of late, Jeff 
Sexton, winner of four of the last five 
Mains here. In another dyn-o-mite race, 
Woods quelled them, Sexton moving to 
the Main with him. Also making the 
main were Mike and Steve Bast. It was a 
heavy weight Main. Bast brothers, Woods 
and Sexton. Whew. 

Woods had drawn the pole and he 
dove in with the lead. Mike Bast, 
coming from starting slot two, held him 
on the outside. The lead changed six

times between Woods and Mike Bast.

was informed by Norm Fleece of OCMC 
that Gophers got their name because 
they ate the roots of plants and “OCMC 
was always faster, everybody knows 
that, right Maureen?" I won't 
incriminate myself but in a few minutes 
Norm's Beezer had a Gopher sticker on 
the fender. 

As a Triumph fired up one rider 
looks at his buddy, *Hear that? They 
always fire on one side and then wait 
for the other side to catch up, damn 
Triumphs!" ... one well girdled man to 
another, ‘‘You've signed up in the under 


40 class?" .. . Yeah" .. . "Guess that's 
right, you don’t look 40”... “Hey, 
thanks!’’

At the trophy presentation 
Don did a neat thing by giving his 
trophy to his pretty young Daughter 
Candy. 

Jim Doron gets the award for the 
busiest Old Timer with a second on a 
Suzuki in the 250 class and a third on a 
Yamaha behind Spargur and Simmons 
in the 500. John Heynemann did his 
thing again in turn one, I think there's a 
spook down there just waiting for him 
each year. Most beautifully turned out 
rider for the evening was Herbert 
Matthews with a gorgeous Triumph and 
a jumper bearing a large Union 
Jack... did my heart good, he did. The 
oldest rider was Paul Lambert at 56 who 
won a trophy for that and did right well 
for himself in the 125 class, the only 
race he rides each year...and Neil 
Winston came the furthest, all the way 
from Minnesota...and John La Rue's 
Triumph literally spitting fire in the 500 
Expert. 

Wish there was space to mention you 
all... Ben Fakkeldy would have had 
cause to weep if we hadn't straightened 
out the results for his class and got him 
his second as both his bike and Neil 
Winston's carried a number one plate. 
That particular class was a who's who — 
there was Darwin Ballard, Tony Denius 
unhappily having bike problems and 
Mike Posey with a super fast Norton. 

Ken Maeley made his melon in the 
500 Novice race coming off an 
unfamiliar bike and it was quite some 
time before he could remember what 
happened, and I don’t know another 
person in the industry who just enjoys 
the sport as much as Ken does. The list 
goes on ... Billy Holcombe on a Honda;

cause to believe that many motor- 


cycle manufacturers still are more 
afraid of each other than they are 
of the government. With the ex- 
ception of Suzuki (who stood to 
be driven straight out of the U.S. 
market under a 1.0 gm/km HC 
standard), the MIC member firms were 
extremely reluctant to reveal, either to 
the MIC or to the Air Resources Board, 
anything they considered a "trade 
secret" or "proprietary information." 
This problem arose early, when MIC 
legal counsel Stuart Ross told an MIC 
planning meeting what kind of 
presentation would be needed to prove 
the industry could not meet the 
standard as prescribed by law. Critical 
to the industry's case (especially if it 
should come up for Federal review) is a 
detailed economic impact statement, 
showing the dollar impact of loss of 
business, cancelled models, layoffs, 
costs of compliance. 

What was the hangup? The trouble 
was, such a presentation would require 
manufacturers to reveal to each other 
their projected model lineup for 
1978-1980. They would also be 
disclosing which of their models could 
be brought into compliance with the 
C.A.R.B. standard, what compliance 
would cost, and which models would 
have to be dropped. 

If industry people have been doing 
their homework, they know each 
others' plans already. The Australian 
press and a few moto-monthlies already 
have published telephoto shots of all the 
future four-strokers on Japanese test 
tracks by now. And the rest can be 
guessed by anyone with a grain of 
deductive ability. 

Not only did the secrecy fetish hurt 
the MIC's blanket presentation, it hurt 
individual manufacturers as well. Their 
dollar loss figure goes into the public 
record without supporting data, and 
appears as an unsupported claim. 

If the industry has shot its wad and 
blown it, then it's up to consumers to 
try and put a choke on C.A.R.B. That's 
a long-shot possibility. 


The S.H.E.D. decision 

C.A.R.B. board members at the 
hearing were visibly worried over the 
consequences of something called the 
"S.H.E.D. decision," an EPA waiver 
action that appeared in the Federal 
Register on Friday, July 18, 1975. The 
S.H.E.D. test is something to be 
required of auto manufacturers by 1978 
or thereabouts. The nature of the test 
itself is unimportant. What's relevant to 
us (and the board members guessed it 
intuitively) is the EPA's decision that 
just because a given kind of technology 
is available to one firm, that doesn’t 
mean that it can be applied to all 
production vehicles by a given date. In 


other words, if GM has something, but 
Ford and Chrysler don’t have it and 
can’t get it until a certain date, the EPA 
favors a delay in the standard until Ford 
and Chrysler can get it. 

More to the point, if Honda gets a 
free ride under the C.A.R.B. standard 
but the rest of the industry can’t meet 
the 1978 deadline, the Federal EPA, at 
least, would consider a delay, if the 
S.H.E.D. precedent is carried over to the 
motorcycle case. And that possibility is 
very much on the California Board's 
mind, in case they were required to 
request an EPA waiver for California 
motorcycle standards. 


Paradise lost — for both road 
and dirt riders 

We've seen the impact in terms of 
sterile figures — grams of this, ccs of 
that. What's it all mean in terms of bikes 
we can buy? Remember, we're talking 
about a 10 gm/km HC emission limit in 
1978, 5.0 gm/km by 1980, and 1.0 
gm/km by 1982. 

It means no more Kawa H2s, no 
more Suzuki triples (barring some 
technical breakthrough), in fact there 
will be few, if any street two-strokes 
over 175cc produced by any 
manufacturer after 1978. That not only 
means no more multi-cylinder 
two-stroke superbikes, it also means no 
360cc Montjuics, no six-speed rotary 
valve Maico (which Cycle tested with 
such eloquence recently). It’s been 
obvious for some time that a 230-pound 
street single with up to 40 horsepower 
could be built “off-shelf’’ today by 
several European manufacturers (not to 
mention a stillborn American project or 
two). The main reason given why this 
will never happen is the expected tight 
emissions standards. 

In case dirt riders think it’s not your 
fight, consider this: How many enduros 
run partly on public roads and require 
entrants to be at least nominally street 
legal? How many enduros do you know 
that could run a complete loop without 
any public road sections? Not too 
many, huh? 

That means the character of enduro 
riding is going to change drastically in 
the next three years. Either enduros will 
have to move totally off-road, or else 
serious dual-purpose enduro machinery 
will become totally four-stroke. It also 
means that the 1978 Yamaha “DT400” 
will have valves. Same for Kawasaki and 
Suzuki. But what about street-license 
enduro bikes from Can-Am, KTM, 
Penton, Maico, Bultaco, Ossa, Montesa, 
CZ, or Husqvarna? The entire 
production of these firms will have to 
be totally off-road machinery in 
California, and if this development costs 
them the California market, it’s 
doubtful many will maintain operations 


in the rest of the U.S. Some, maybe all 
of them might survive, but it will be 
thanks to M*X/desert/trials and track 
racers only. 


Political options 

The industry's last hope is the 
S.H.E.D. precedent, and I hope they get 
under it. But they are more likely to be 
included if the politicos perceive a 
groundswell of rider resistance to 
emission controls. 

Even though C.A.R.B.’s decision to 
invoke standards is on record, they still 
monitor their mail. The Board’s El 
Monte office address is 9528 Telstar 
Avenue, El Monte, CA 91731. Drop 
them a polite line. 

Write your California state 
legislators. Remind them of the recent 
repeal of the NOx device retrofit 
program for cars, and tell them that 
motorcycle owners are just as upset, 
maybe more so. Seriously, the state 
legislature only gave the board the 
power to regulate motorcycles last year, 
and what they gave, they can take away. 
All that’s necessary is to prove to them 
that it’s politically expedient to do so. 
They do count their mail, and 
sometimes they even read it. 

This is going to require support from 
four-stroke enthusiasts as well. 1982 
comes pretty soon after 1978, and 
that’s when everybody has to meet a 1.0 
gm/km standard. At present, a Harley 
Sportster puts out about 3.0 gm/km, as 
does a big Norton or Triumph, while 
Kawasaki figures the present Z1 will 
average about 2.0 gm/km. What all of 
them agree on is that during the 
durability test period specified by the 
government, (in which only routine 
maintenance can be done to the engine) 
emissions will gradually increase to 
about 1.6 times what an engine puts 


out when new. Plus normal 
production-line variability puts in a 
plus-or-minus 25 percent uncertainty 
factor. So if the government draws test 
bikes off the production lines at 
random, manufacturers will have to 
design limits of about 0.5 gm/km in 
order to be sure the test articles will still 
meet the 1.0 gm/km standard at the end 
of the durability test. All agree that 
performance and mileage are going to be 
sacrificed, and that the cost of 
compliance, whether it be $30 a bike or 
$300 a bike, is going to be borne by the 
buyer. 

Sooner or later we are going to hurt. 
The only way to avoid it is to deny the 
government the right to set the 
standards in the first place. Sure, I know 
reality as well as the next political 
observer. I know we might have to settle 
for less than we want somewhere along 
the way. 

But if we start out asking for less 
than a total rollback of motorcycle 
emission controls, or if only half of us 
ask it, we're had. And that's the truth.

“You have the right to remain 
silent.” Applied to a person ac- 
cused of criminal action, this may 
be a basic human right under our 
Constitution. But does it also ap- 
ply to the various tentacles of our 
government? The mind-blower is 
the unbelievable quantity of 
words our government can employ in 
the act of “remaining silent.” 

A desert rider called several weeks 
ago to ask about a fence he had seen, 
not only blocking off the Navy access 
road, but also shutting off Christmas 
Canyon about a mile west of the Navy 
range boundary. Curious, I called the 
Bakersfield . District BLM office (my 
mistake — wrong District), and a helpful 
gentleman explained that Riverside 
District had issued a SLUP permit to the 











Air Force (Air Force?) to move the 
fence one half mile west. The permit, he 
elaborated, was good for five years only 
and Christmas Canyon was not to be 
closed to the public. 

Riverside District BLM office was 
also helpful and courteous. No, they 
knew nothing about a fence out there. 
No application form had been filed. “A 
fence, you say? Well, we'll send rangers 
out right away to check it out." 

Two days later Riverside called back 
to say that there was no fence across 
Christmas Canyon; perhaps my 
informant had been confused. So I 
called the desert rider back. He was very 
firm and positive. “There may not be a 
fence there now but there was a fence 
there last weekend. Across a public 
road, a mile outside the Naval Range 
boundary.” 

Thoroughly confused, I drove out, 
camera in hand, to take a look. Lo and 
behold. A fence. Stretched firmly across 
the Navy Access Road, the guardhouse, 
100 yards or so farther to the mouth of 
Christmas Canyon, and across the public 
road. It’s been there for awhile — long 
enough for seasonal rains to have 
washed it out partially, with some 
mysterious help from a bulldozer. 

The guard was friendly. The fence 
had been there before he came, it was 
on Navy property, he didn't know 
anything about it really. The maps on 
the guardhouse wall clearly showed 
fence and guardhouse to be one mile 
outside the Navy boundary. The guard 
shrugged. “You never know what they 
(who?) are doing.” 

Back on the phone to Riverside. 
“Oh!” was the elaborately innocent 
answer. “You mean that fence across 
Christmas Canyon. I knew about that 
fence. I thought you meant another 
fence.” 

All of this left me standing with jaw 
hanging loose. He added that it was and 
is his feeling that Christmas Canyon 
should be left open to multiple use 
because of rockhounding interest in the 
area. Couldn’t quite pin him down on 
why the fence was up in the first place, 
and why BLM has done nothing to try 
to have it removed. 

Still curious, I called the public 
information number for the Navy in 
China Lake. After being cut off twice 
and transferred like a hot potato to five 
different people, one kind man finally 
gave me a different number to call. 

This time the phone was answered by 
a lady who had no idea why the canyon 
was fenced but would try to find out 
and call me back. An hour later she did 
call back. Said she’d talked to at least a 
dozen people but all she could find out 
was that “The fence is on our 
property." 

Finally tried BLM in Barstow 
because I’d tried everything else and 
because there's a young man in Barstow 
who sometimes forgets himself and gives 
out with a straight answer. Voila! An 
answer! I think. 

Seems that, just for the asking, the 
Navy obtained title to a zigzag strip of 
land for the stated purpose of building 
the access road. The strip is a quarter of 
a mile wide, and is not the usual 
right-of-way, 100 or 500 feet from the 
center of the road, but clear title to a 
zigzagging snake track. 

In practical terms, the Navy is 
perfectly within its rights to construct 
two zigzag fences a quarter mile apart 
along the length of their access road at 
taxpayer expense. This inane land grant 
has already allowed them to close one 
public road and prevent rockhounders 
and other recreationalists from using 
Christmas Canyon. 

I stil can't really guarantee the 
accuracy of this explanation because 
Barstow BLM station promised to send 
me a copy of the act of Congress 
turning the land over to the Navy, but 
so far has not done so. 

But color me lucky even though I 
didn’t learn anything. At least I didn’t 
get hassled.

Across my desk travels a good 


number of 


products for testing. 


Some of these products are good, 
some are fair, and others are a 


waste of time. 

Some of these products you 
could write a book on telling what 
they do or, on the other hand, 
what they won't do. Some of them get a 
book written on them that you never 
see (not yet any way) about what needs 
to be changed. 

Now I have a different problem. 
Here's a product that, as yet, I can't 
find anything wrong with. It has 
everything. If it doesn't work, it has the 
parts to make it work. 

I guess I'd better start from the top 
and work my way down. I could just 
about stop here and say nothing more 
because if something is built well 
enough to do the job that it's supposed 
to, you don't need to say anything. But 
thats not fair to you, the reader. 

It all started back about twelve weeks 
ago when I got a call from the Marubeni 
America Corporation. On the other end 
of the line was a gentleman by the name 
of Ken McFall. He's one of the chief 
bottle washers for Marubeni out of New 
York. 

Marubeni is a very large corporation 
from the Land of the Rising Sun, and 
one of their product lines is suspension 
components for motorcycles that they 
market under the name of Red Wing. 

Mr. McFall informed me that they 
were ready to release a new heavy duty 
rear shock that was totally rebuildable 
and would handle the needs of any 
motorcycle. 

He also said that they had what they 
cal a Ride Guide that Dick Mann had 
helped them put together, and that this 
Ride Guide was written so that anyone 
could take it and figure out what to 
order to fit his needs: weight of rider, 
weight of bike, type of riding. . .the 
whole ball game. 

They also offer complete rebuild kits 
for the shocks and the special tools that 
it takes to rebuild them. He ended with, 
“I’m sure that you will find them one of 





the better shocks that you have ever 
seen and would like to have you test a 
pair of them out for us." 

As he was talking I said to myself, 
“PI let him finish his speech, then I'll 
throw a curve at him." 

When he finished I said I would give 
them a test and this was what I wanted 
for testing: 

With a hee-hee on the back of my 
tongue, I said set me up with a set of 
shocks for a Maico with the shocks 
moved up. 500 farther then the stock 
GP Maico, because that's the way our 
frames are. Also, I continued you'd 
better send me a couple of rebuild kits 
and the special tools that it takes to 
rebuild them. 

No problem. Mr. McFall said he would 
sec to it that the shocks and spares were 
sent out that day. 

As he hung up the phone I wondered; 
to myself just how long they would last 
before they blew their brains out. Here 
in Florida rear shock failure on long 
travel rear suspension is just something 
that you get used to. Well, at least 
they're sending the parts to overhaul 
them with. I won't just have to take 
them off and pitch them in file 13. 

Two weeks later a truck arrived at the 
shop and they unloaded a small box 
with the words Red Wing on it. Can you 
believe two weeks from New York? 
That was long enough that I had forgot 
that they were coming. 

A close inspection of the shock body 
showed that it was made by a casting 
process, and that it was a lot stronger 
then you would think at first glance. 
The hammer head designed body would 
hold enough oil so that they should stay 
cool all the way through a moto with 
out heat fade. 

But spring design was what caught my 
attention more than any thing else. 
Instead of using one spring they used 
two. It's a better system than a 
conventional progressive wound spring 
because this way the two springs do

their job without fighting each other. In 
short, spring rate stays where it's 
supposed to. 

Where the two springs fit together 
there's a nylon guide that held the to 
springs from setting on top of each 
other and also keeps the springs from 
rubbing on the body of the shock. Trick 
stuff. 

The shock shaft itself is .500 thick; 
1/2" in plain talk. Bending a shock is 
going to be something that would really 
take some doing. About the only way 
you could bend one would be to take a 
direct hit in the side from another 
motorcycle, and if he hits you hard 
enough to bend the shock, you're not 
going to care, anyway. Not that day at 
least. 

The rebuild kit had everything 
remounted on the shaft already; even 
with a new top eye. Upper and lower 
shock bushings. This rebuild kit gives 
you almost a complete new shock. The 
only thing that you would use from the 
original shocks would be the shock 
body and the springs and spring clips. 
You get all this for $14.55 for a set, not 
each. Lately, I've seen $14.00 buy alot 
less. 

If you want to buy one of the rebuild 
tools, a special wrench removes the caps, 
it costs somewhere around $7.00. 

Well, as the old saying goes, they look 
good, but do they work? I put the 
shocks together and chucked the spare 
set of dampers (rebuild kit) and the 
wrench back in the box. Then we 
mounted them on one of our Maicos. 

Sunday at the races, the Maico that 
had the Red Wing shocks on it went out 
in practice and got a case of the slows. 
It was a practice bike and in need of a 
fresh top end, but it would serve a 
purpose today as being spares. Take a 
complete motorcycle with you and you 
have a complete rolling parts 
department. 

As the day of racing got under way, 
Frankie Johonson, the flying Flea, was 
mounted on his brand new Montesa 
VR-75, and in the first moto caught 
himself a Yamaha, right in the side of 
the bike wiping out a shock. Back into 
the pits he came, and the only thing 
that we had for shocks was the Red 
Wings. 

So, off the Maico came the shocks 
and all at once we had a problem. The 
hammer head part of the shock hit the 
swing arm. Some shocks work alright up 
side down and others don't. At that 
moment no one knew if they would 
work upside down or not; but there was 
no choice. It was either upside down or 
nothing. So, on they went upside down. 
After the moto was over I asked Frankie 
how the shocks felt. Great, was his 
answer, 

After the third race I was still getting 
the same answerthat they were working 
fine and had no fade problems, plus 
they hadn't shown any signs of leaking. 
We figured they must be alright upside 
down and I quit worrying about them. 

A couple of weeks later Mr. McFall 
called to see what I had to report on the 
shocks. All I could tell him was that the 
shocks had been taken off of the Maico 
and put on a Montesa, but that they had 
five races on them so far and they were 
working fine and that I had had no 
problems with them, yet. 

Then I remembered my little note and 
I said. “Mr. McFall, I’ve been running 
these shocks upside down because that’s 
the only way they will fit the bike. Very 













quickly he informed me that that was a 
NO! NO! NO! Because of the way that 
they were designed, they by no means 
should be run upside down. It wasn’t so 
much that it affected the damping as it 
was the fact that it would cause air 
build up in the body of the shock and 
they would start fading before the moto 
was over. 

So, by all means, remember you are 
not supposed to run these shocks upside 
down. If you do you may get yourself 
hurt. Also it might void your 90 day 
warranty. 

Now we're on our eighth or ninth 
race, I think. I've lost count. The shocks 
are still on upside down and as yet they 
are working fine. 

I guess I'll have to sum it up this way. 

Ive donewhatI shouldn't have, and it 
was unfair to the shock test in a way. 
But I kind of have to look at it the 
other way. I’ve made the shocks do 
something they weren’t suppose to do 
and they have been under more of a 
strain this way. Still, they have not 
failed. 
The cost of these shocks is just under a 
$100 for a set. You could spend more 
for some of the other shocks. Would 
you get more for your money with one 
of the other brands of shocks? Good 
question. Do you want something that 
works, or something that has a trick 
name that cost more and may not do 
the job any better? 

I know what your thinking. Oil shocks 
are behind the times and it has to be gas 
to be any good. Poppy-cock. I've got a 
1969 Ford Van that has 162,000 miles 
on it and it still runs strong. 

Red Wing have a gas shock? Yes, they 
do, but as yet they are rare as hen's 
teeth. Only place I know is on our 
factory Rokons. So far they have been 
like the hammer head shock in that they 
haven't given any problems either.

Jay Springsteen, in the confines of 
the upper tiers of Louisville Downs where he had been taken for a 
press conference after his impressive National victory, was gasping 
out his words in short bursts with his hand clenched over his heart so 
he could tell when and if it decided to stop beating. You could hear 
the thump-thump-thump begin to slow as the adrenaline and the 
rush of what had transpired only a few minutes before began to ebb. 
The air was electric and even as the situation began to slide back to 
reality and Jay looked for someone who would give him a cigarette, 
the aura of victory refused to subside. A week later at Harrington 
that same feeling appeared again. It may be a something that Jay will 
have to learn to live with . . . pleasantly.

“I can’t get no respect," a line made 
famous by comedian Rodney 
Dangerfield, might be the way a lot of 
seasoned Experts feel these days as this 
year’s crop of rookies makes their 
presence felt. 

In a season when a premium is being 
placed on dirt events, the first year 
complement of riders are doing more 
than their share of kicking dirt in the 
faces of their more experienced 
counterparts and, in short, are making 
life tough. If the three AMA Grand 
National wins posted by rookies in the 
past five events (through the Castle 
Rock TT) are any indication of what 
the rest of the season holds in store, a 
lot of Experts will be crying the “I can’t 
get no respect” blues. 

Rookie Jay Springsteen has been the 
top blues maker so far this season and 
shows little indication of slacking off. 
The season started a little slowly for the 
talented Michiganite from Markleville, 
USA (Flint, Michigan), but once the 
circuit left the artificial tracks of 
Houston and Dallas and got down to the 
business of big bore excitement on the 
miles and half miles Jay began a 
rocket-assisted charge that has carried 
him to third place in the National point 
standings and to the rarified 
stratosphere of being a handful of 
points out of second place. 

The season's first real dirt event, the 
San Jose mile, saw Greg Sassaman, 


another rookie of great promise, draw 
first blood and set the riders thinking 
that this might be one helluva season. 

For “The Springer,” as Jay is aptly 
known to some, San Jose ended 
abruptly with a sliding get-off while 
contending for a direct transfer from his 
heat race. “I guess it was a case of trying 
too hard to compensate for being down 
a few horsepower on the really fast 
guys. I could get it on in the corners, 
but lost it all on the straights.” 

If anyone gave a great deal of thought 
to the half mile triple header of 
Louisville, Harrington and Columbus it 
was Jay, his Vista Sheen sponsor Rich 
Gawthrop and tuner Jimmy Clarke. Jay, 
in becoming the nation’s top Junior on 
half miles last season, had racked up 
almost 30 wins; had been practically 
unbeatable; and when he did lose, it was 
mainly to his brother Ken who was 
usually close behind. 

Ken, who is one year older than Jay, 
spent a lot of time last season riding in 
Jay’s tracks. “Our whole effort was a 
team effort to run 1-2 so that if one 
broke the other would win. It really 
worked,” said tuner Jimmy Clarke. It 
did for the Junior season, but this year 
Ken hasn’t been able to get back into 
his charging mold of last year. 

Jay was ready for the trio of 
Nationals, but were the competition and 
spectators ready for Jay? I think not. 

These were three races where a

reputation was made, judged and 
accepted by most, although a wise sage 
from California predicted that Jay 
would be shocked back to the harsh 
world of reality when he returned to the 
west coast and the double TT Nationals 
of Castle Rock and Ascot. (Jay finished 
ninth at Castle Rock as the highest 
placing non-west coast rider. It was his 
first ride there.) 

You can’t argue with the cold 
statistics of his well-ridden, calculated 
and impressive back to back National 
victories at Louisville and Harrington, 
plus a third place finish at Columbus. 

Jay, at barely two months past his 
eighteenth birthday, became the 
youngest rider to win a National and 
also entered the record books as the 
first rookie to win consecutive Nationals 
in 20 years. 

Just who is Jay Springsteen? Is he as 
good as people say? What makes him 
tick? Doesn't he know that a rookie 
should spend a season or two just 
learning the ropes instead of making life 
hard for his more experienced elders? 
And what about his sponsor Vista 
Sheen? 

*He has the ability and the potential 
to become Grand National Champion 
this year. I wouldn't be surprised if he 
did it." Bart Markel and I were bench 
racing and Bart was fielding a few of the 
questions about Jay that I put to him. 
"Ive been watching him for quite 
awhile now. He's fast, he's clever and he 
doesn't appear to rattle easily. His talent 
lies in the ability to read a track, to pick 
the fastest line around it and to adapt to 
the track surface whether it's slick, 
rough or whatever. He's got some of the 





most reliable equipment around. In the 
pits he may be just another kid to some, 
but on the track he rides like a seasoned 
pro. A lot of riders are finding out that 
the fantastic season he put together last 
year was no fluke. He'll get a lot of 
offers for next season." 

One of those persons whose job it is 
to watch and evaluate young riders on 
the rise is Harley-Davidson racing team 
manager Dick O’Brien. “Of course I’ve 
kept an eye on Jay; that’s my job. It’s a 
little early in the season to be doing any 
serious consideration yet, but he’s doing 
some fine riding." Interestingly the 
riders to whom Jay has been giving a 
very hard time are the very ones who 
ride for Team Harley. 

One of Jay's closest and best friends is 
Corky Keener, another Markelville 
native. Corky- followed Jay to victory at 
Louisville, then turned the tables on 
him at Columbus as the pair followed 
Gary Scott to the winner's circle. 

At Louisville Corky praised Jay for his 
ride, saying, “It’s no disgrace to run 
second to Jay on any track." Later 
Corky added, ‘‘He’s going to be good, 
really good. I don't think he'll really 
come into his own for another year or 
so; then watch out." 

It takes money and lots of it to put 
together a successful racing effort and 
the man behind the effort is Rich 
Gawthrop of Vista Sheen.(Right here 
we will digress a bit to point out that 
Vista Sheen silk screens T-shirts. Repeat 
that ten times.) Rich, the man behind 
the shirt, is a contrast of moods. The 
day I dropped into the Farmington, 
Michigan plant to chat with Jay, Rich 
was the businessman handling day to

day details. The other, the race day 
mood, is that of a time bomb set to 
explode just as the checkered flag falls. 
The concern for his riders can be plainly 
seen etched in his forehead and the 
steady clenching of his fists. '* A lot of 
people wonder why I'm into a racing 
program. It’s a way to promote the 
business and the product, but it’s also 
because I love the sport. The sport 
could be so much better off if more 
sponsors would get into the act. You 
know, there aren’t too many things that 
you can get into and enjoy, really 
enjoy.” 

About this time Jay walked into the 
shop casually dressed in his usual 
off-track uniform of tank top (Vista 
Sheen logo), jeans and a pair of 
sneakers. After the customary questions 
about my trip, the weather (hot and 
getting hotter) and if I got lost trying to 
find Vista Sheen we popped a beer. (It 
seems that both Jay and brother Ken 
have developed an unquenchable thirst 
for Coors beer and the refrigerator at 
Vista Sheen contained the somewhat 
meager remains of what might have 
been a good stash at one time.) 

Jay is your basic eighteen year old; 
concerned with music, girls and a good 
time, although not necessarily in that 
order. If anything, most people think of 
him as shy and not too talkative--which 
may be true--but considering the 
amount of exposure he’s had in the past 
two months that isn’t surprising. Get to 
know him and Jay will talk, at least a 
little. 

*[ don't really think about the races 
beforehand. I just go out there and race 
as hard as I can. If 1 win, it's nice. I 
wasn't thinking about my chances to 
win Louisville in the beginning, but 
after I won my heat I got pumped. 
Harrington was a different track with a 
different line. It seemed like just 
another Ohio race, the kind I raced two 
or three times a week last year." 

There doesn't seem to be any inflated 
ego doing the talking when Jay speaks, 
just straight forward logic that, in 
effect, says, “I like to race and I race to 


win.” 


Success, like any other reward, 
requires a lot of hard work and that’s 


where tuner Jimmy Clarke fits into the 
picture. Opinionated to some, brash to 
others, Jimmy nonetheless retains the 
admiration of all for the dedication and 
tuning knowledge he has stored up in 20 
years of working on Harleys. Of course 
it helps that Jimmy is also a former 
racer, for no one without a strong love 
of the sport would put in work weeks of 
almost 100 hours and travel to two or 
even three events on a weekend. 

You want some racing wisdom, you 
ask Jimmy. 

“Last year nobody raced harder than 
we did. I don’t believe we missed a 
weekend, We were a success because Jay 
and Ken rode to win. We went with a 
winning attitude.” 

“I work on the bikes as hard as I 
expect them to ride. I think 
motorcycling has to be a fast education; 
the good make it and the bad don’t, it’s 
that simple. We haven’t won because 
we’ve had the fastest machinery, it’s 
because Jay rides his ass off.” 

On the trip from the Washington 
airport to Harrington for the National, 
pretty and blonde Caroline Gawthrop 
confessed she had brought a bottle of 
champagne (as she had the week before 
at Louisville) “just in case.” A good 
luck charm perhaps? 

Good luck charms might help, but in 
the end it all comes back to Jay. “I like 
the half miles because they’re a rider’s 
race. Your bike doesn’t have to be 
rocket quick, but it has to handle. 
Jimmy puts out 100% all the time; he 
really works his ass off. You know we 
completely rebuilt my Louisville bike 
the day before the race.” 

As far as the rest of the season goes 
Jay, in typical fashion, shrugs his 
shoulders and says “I guess we’ll just 
have to wait and sec. I'm just riding one 
race at a time." At the rate things are 
going the “I don’t get no respect blues" 
could be a long playing record by the 
end of the season. 

In the meantime you can find Jay, 
when he’s not racing (which isn’t often) 
or running around making preparations 
to go to a race (which is very often) in 
the woods near his parents home quietly 
contemplating whether or not the fish 
will bite. If he’s not there he probably 
went hunting. 2 


Brad Lackey

Sitting dejectedly, worn and fatigued, in a lawn chair was Brad 
Lackey. The scene was the Husqvarna pits at the Copetown 500cc 
World Championship Grand Prix near Toronto in Canada. It was 
after the second 45-minute International moto and Brad watched as 
his mechanic Perra Widdel removed the side cover from his 360’s 
airbox and what seemed like a quart of sand poured out. His engine 
had sucked in enough of that sand through the filter to ruin the 
engine, and cause Brad to DNF the second moto while running third 
behind Roger DeCoster and Pierre Karsmakers. The engine had 
sucked in sand during the first moto as well, but Brad was able to 
nurse it along to the end of the moto and pick up fifth. 

For Brad, it had been a disappointing two-week trip to North 
America. “I should have stayed in Europe,” he exclaimed. What 
Brad was referring to was the fact that mechanical problems here at 
Copetown, and the weekend before at Carlsbad, had cost him a 
possible third or fourth place in the World Championship standings. 
He was now back where he was before coming over to North 
America — fifth place in points. 

Ahead of Brad were Roger DeCoster, Heikki Mikkola, Gerrit 
Wolsink and Ake Jonsson. Because of politics in the Yamaha camp, 
Ake wasn’t allowed to race outside of Europe, and Brad had hoped 
to do well at Carlsbad and Copetown and perhaps move ahead of 
both Ake and Gerrit. As it turned out though, Gerrit repeated his 
past United States GP win at Carlsbad, and Brad only finished one 
moto to find himself still way down in points on both Ake and 
Gerrit. Adding to his mechanical problems this season in the race for 
the Championship, was the Italian GP, which he hadn’t been allowed 
to ride and with it the possible loss of more valuable points. He 
talked about this year’s season so far. 

“Things started out pretty well. At the first GP of the season I 
got fourth overall, which put me right up there in the standings. 

“The second race, Italy, didn’t go too well. I didn’t get to ride. 
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There was a problem with the promoters, because it was really 
muddy, and about fifteen riders didn't get scored for finishing 
practice. They couldn't see the riders very well during practice 
because of the mud, so they [the promoters] just made some stupid 
rules and eliminated a bunch of the riders. They just did what they 
wanted to do. Everyone made enough laps. The F.I.M. rules say that 
you have to make five laps practice before you can officially race on 
the track, and it doesn't say on which day or when you have to 
make those laps. Saturday I practiced 15 laps and on Sunday 
morning I practiced 10 laps, for a total of 25 laps. They said I didn’t 
do five. 

“Since I didn’t speak Italian, there was nothing that I could do. I 
didn’t have any American jury member that I could go to. They'll 
usually tell the jury members what's going on, and the jury members 
will tell the riders from their own country. A lot of the other 
members knew what was going on, but no one came and told me. No 
one told me there was a problem until I got to the line for the race. 
And then it was too late. 

"After Italy came Finland, Russia, and France where I picked up 
finishes of four-five, four-six, and four-seven to move me back up in 
the standings. Then came Carlsbad, where I got second in the first 
heat. And then my front wheel broke in the next heat, which didn't 
help at all. Currently I'm in fifth place in the world standings, but 
pretty far behind any chance of moving up because of the bad luck." 

Since flying back to Europe, Brad has found that he hasn't 
shaken off that bad luck. It has followed him, and poor finishes at 
the last two Grand Prixs in England and Germany have allowed Ake 
Jonsson to increase his points lead over Brad for fourth, and let Jaak 
Van Velthoven move up and tie Brad on points for fifth. On the 
other hand Roger DeCoster, who had more than his share of 
mechanical misfortune last year, was able to clinch his fourth World 
Championship for Suzuki at the Beuern, West German Grand Prix. 

It is obvious that if things had been favorable for Brad, he'd be up 
in third or fourth place in the World Championship. Even now, his 
present fifth place standing is substantially better than last year's 
eighth overall final position in the 500 World Championship. Brad is 
getting better each season with experience, and perhaps in another 
two years we'll have an American World Champion. If rumors that 
Heikki Mikkola may go to Honda next season are true, Brad may 
have the added incentive to do well as the number one rider on the 
Husqvarna factory team. 

The production 360 CR Husky is good enough to win at any 
Grand Prix, and only DNFs caused by problems that couldn't be 
foreseen, like the broken front wheel at Carlsbad, have prevented

“T can't get a good enough start on my dirt tracker, and then I can't 
race with the leaders. All I can do is race with the squids. I know I 
can race the thing, I just haven’t been able to get it going. It’s a good 
running motor, real strong. There’s just no excuse. It’s just me. 

It’s been a lot easier for me to make money in road racing, like in 
England. (David was top rider at the Match races this year.) But 
there aren't that many big races around here anymore." 


Brad from doing well. He pointed out the differences between his 
bike, and the one down on your dealer's showroom floor. 

*Everything's stock except I've got a lighter exhaust pipe. The 
forks are standard except there's a gas fork kit which also extends 
the travel to nine inches. It's the Steve Simons' kit from The Moto-X 
Fox, which anyone can buy. The cylinder's fast, but anyone can 
port the stock cylinder to go faster if they need it. Other than those 
things, it's a stock bike." 

For the present, Brad says that he'll finish out the remaining races 
on the GP circuit with the hope of trying to improve, or at least hold 
on to his present fifth place in the standings. During the early part of 
the racing season in Europe, for the International races, he makes his 
home a rented house in Belgium. Once the Grand Prix season has 
gotten underway, he and fiance Lori Hagman find it easier just living 
on the road. It gives them a chance to enjoy the countries where 
Brad races, without having to worry about getting back and forth to 
Belgium each week. 

This year’s 500 Grand Prix circuit finishes up on August 10th in 
Luxembourg. From there, Brad will move back to the United States 
for the remainder of the year. He'll race the three remaining events 
in the AMA’s 500cc National Championship and then the Trans- 
AMA Series this fall. 

For Brad Lackey, trying to win this year’s 500cc National 
Championship won't be easy, since he will have missed the first two 
races in the five-race series, but for a rider who is one of the five best 
in the world, it’s not impossible. All it takes is a little luck, which 
has to be about due.
